A Ship, I had ſome Concern in my ſelf, 
in a violeat Storm, comes a-ſhoar on the 
Coaſt of Biſcay, and ſtranding, the Men 
made Signals of Diftreſs to a Spariſb Veſſel 
that lay at an Anchor under the Shoa 
The Captain of which would not take the 
leaſt Notice of them—tho* had he mann'd 
out his Boat, he might have*ſav'd the 
whole Crew; at laſt upon repeated Signals, 
two Boats from the Shoar went off and ſav'd 
the Mafter, and five Men, the reſt periſhing 
before they came The Maſter after- 
wards meeting the Captain of the Spawih 
Ship, ask'd him; Why he would not afford 
his Succour, as he might have done? the 
Spaniard anſwer'd with an Oath, That it he 
and all his Men had ſwam to his Ship Side, 

he would not have taken one of them up, 
tho they had been to be drownded in his 
Sight, and he gave this Reaſon for it 
That having been ſhipwreck'd ſomewhere 
on the Cuaft of Exgland, the People, in- 
ſtead of ſaving him and bis Ship, came off 
and robb'd him, tore the Ship almoſt to 
pieces, and left him and his Men to ſwim 
- a-ſhoar for theit Lives, while they plunder'd 
the Cargoe —Upon which he and his whole 
Crew had ſworn never to help an Engliſh 
Man, in whatever Diftreſs be ſhould find 

them, whether at Sea or on Shoar. 

If our'crael Coaft-People do not believe, 
that many an Engliſh Man has been ſacrifiz d 
abroad to the Reſentment of their Barba- 
rities, in the Caſe of Shipwrecks and Di- 
ſtreſſes on our Coaft, they are very much 


iſtaken. : 
5 On the other hand, AQs of Kindneſs 


done to Strangers in England ſhall often- 
times turn to the Advantage of our own 
People, when they come abroad, and fall 
into Diſtreſſes in other Countries 
If then you will be well treated abroad, 
if you will be taken up when ſhipwreck d, 
if you wil be clothed and fed, when you 
may be found naked and ſtarv d abroad 
as many of our People come daily into ſuch 


Circumſtances begin at home, and
